To Trace Stolen Cotton. 


The following law, passed at the 
late session of the legislature, went 
into effect July 8, and will be 
found of general interest to farm- 
«rs, gin owners and cotton buyers. 
I t was enacted to aid in tracing 
lost or stolen cotton, aud is as fol. 
lows : 


Section I. 
Be it enacted by the 
legislature of the state of Texas : 
T hat hereafter 
every 
person, 
firm, corporation or association of 
persons owning, controlling or op­ 
erating a public cotton gin in this 
state, shall keep or cause to be 
kept a public record of all cotton 
brought to them for ginning and 
packing. 
Such record shall cor­ 
rectly show the amount of cotton 
received, date of its receipt, by 
whom brought to the gin, and the 
■ame or names of the party or p ar­ 
ties claiming to own the same. 
Sec. 2. 
That said ginner after 
ginning and packing said cotton 
shall place or cause to be placed 
on each bale of cotton the initials 
«f the party or parties claiming to 
®wn said cotton, under which he 
shall place some private mark, all 
•f which shall be put on record in 
the books before mentioned.

In addition to a large member of the 
workm en who were in the crib, several 
others were at work in the tunnel lead­ 
in g from it 200 feet below the bottom of 
the lake. As the air, w hich was pumped 
from the crib to supply the men work­ 
ing in the tunnel, w as cut off as a re­ 
sult of its destruction, it w as at first 
supposed these men all perished. 
Sub­ 
sequently, however, nine of the men in 
the tunnel were rescued after heroic 
work upon the part of their fellow 
workmen. 
It is said tw o men are still 
in the tunnel, but those rescued say one 
of these is dead. 
Three gangs of tunnel workmen who 
live in the crib, were caught like rats in 
a trap, and either had to jum p into the 
lake and possibly drown, or else go back 
into the tunnel to a probable death by 
suffocation. 
They were forced to jum p 
in the lake to escape death from fire. 
N iue were drowned or burned to death 
aud others very badly 
burned, some 
slightly.
